The Summer term of the Grammar school was under the 
instruction of a well qualified and’ experienced teacher, whose 
labors showed very satisfactory results at the close. ‘The meth- 
ods of this teacher are admirable, her effort being to arouse 
the mind of the pupil to act for itself rather than to receive in a 


mechanical manner. It is a matter of regret that the school 
- could not longer have had her services. 


The Fall and Winter terms were taught by a young lady of 


but little experience, but who had had special training in one of 


the Normal schools of Massachusetts. Her methods of instruc- 


tion were excellent ; she was most conscientious in the discharge 


of her duties. The Fall term was a success; but when the Win- 
ter term added to the number of the scholars, and larger boys 
came in incapable of self-government, or unwilling to exercise 
it, the results were not what we could desire, and the question — 
suggests itself: Is it the wisest course to allow a school, after it 


_ has begun and is in working order, to be disorganized and its val- 


ue largely lost to the greater number of pupils, by the miscon- 
duct or carelessness of a few leading spirits of mischief? We 
feel sure that experience will help this teacher to control her 
school more satisfactorily, and we hope she may be prevailed 
upon to add to her experience in some of our other schools. 


_ The other departments have done very satisfactory work (with 


their arrangement of study) under the management of their 


two well tried and successful teachers.

It has usually been a pleasant duty to report the High School. — 
In the main it is so now. Mr. Tilton is a conscientious and effi- — ee 
cient worker. His ideals are high; his standards are exacting. — 
A thorough scholar himself, he has a keen appreciation of thor- i 
oughness; always at work, he has a wholesome contempt for 
laziness. In him the community have a servant of capacity and 
fidelity. Se 

This school, however, will never be made what it should be v un- 
til parents take a healthier interest in it. It is still a good deal ) ie 
interfered with by parents who know little of its needs or it sys- 
tem. Why do those uneducated themselves desire to dictate in 
mattery of education? As arule, and it is fair to presume that i 
as to the needs of any particular scholar the teacher and the com- % 
mittee know best. 
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There is still, we are sorry to say, an unreasoning desire to 
press scholars into the school before they are adequately fitted. 
To not a few scholars, the course which should be a delight is a 
profitless drudgery for this reason. At the beginning of the 


_ school year, the committee thought it advisable to reorder the 
- course of instruction, so that the entire work might be done by 


one teacher. ‘This occasioned the discharge of Miss Lynch, 


whose labors as assistant had been so painstaking and suc- 


cessful. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The factors that are to enter into the future of our country, 
for its weal or woe, are intelligence and morality, or ignorance 
and immorality. As the former prevail, so shall we go on and 
upward in all that conserves our highest good, as a people. It 
is incumbent on those who prize our institutions of civil and re- 
ligious liberty, to see that the young are furnished with the best 
education that will fit them to bear the duties of citizenship: 
Habits of industry, economy and morality, should be inculcated 
by the teachers in our schools as well as by parents. 

It costs on an average, each year, about one hundred dollars 
to feed and clothe each child, and about eight dollars to ed- 
ucate said child. As the property of the rich must be protected, 


so our school system is based on the principle that property shall 


be taxed for the education of the children of the poor. So far 
forth as children are put to work in mills and on farms, and their 


- education is neglected, so far society suffers in its future sub- 


jects, that must be cared for in poor houses, or as criminals in 
jails. At best, much of the child’s education will be acquired 
outside of the schoolroom. Now, where this education is de- 
fective, the school helps to correct it in a measure. It becomes 
therefore the duty of guardians and educators to provide for the 
moral as well as the intellectual wants of the young; and our 
schools, as elevating and purifying forces of society, should be 
cherished: Much of the want of success in any given instance 
‘lies with parents. They are not as attentive to the habits of their 
children as they should be; they do not look after the punctual 
attendance of their children at school. They permit their children 
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to be on the street during school hours; to get dismissed from 


school for a trivial cause; the teachers do not receive the sym- 


pathy they should; invidious remarks are made in the hearing of 
the scholars as to the teacher’s methods in instructing, or gen- 
eral conduct of the school. 

There are few parents who can not tell on visiting a school, 
whether it is under healthy discipline, and whether it is not mak- 
‘ ing progress. Butis it wise for any to take the reports of children 
as evidence of success or failure? Is the judgment of the com- 
mittee, who visit the school frequently and are acquainted with 
the inner workings of the school, to be ignored? No teacher is 
perfect, and experience adds to their worth and efficiency. ‘The 
object of teachers is to do the best possible. Success is their 


capital, and they work laboriously for the good of their schools. ' 


They are open to suggestions from the committee and parents. 
If parents have difficulty in governing and instructing their chil- 
dren at home, sometimes, must not teachers meet with the 
same difficulty? The attention paid to the subject of education 
is an indication of the character of the community. 

Where a change of teachers has been frequently made, there 


has been less good results than might have been secured by 
retaining tried and faithful teachers. The owners of a mill act 


on the principle that experience in the same mill over the same 
help and work, is an advantage that may well be paid for. 
Why does not the same hold true in respect to a school, and 
with more force, as the work is entirely mental? Let us, then, 
as the friends of education, seek to make our schools the best 
possible, and instead of lowering their standard, let us elevate
